The committee feel bound to say that they adhere to the former resolution, in virtue of 
which their funds were not made applicable to the purchase of grain from Government for 
charitable purposes in the very distressed districts. Such an arrangement was originally 
proposed by the Governor-General, at the conference in February last, has been acquiesced in by 
the committee ali along, and is (they believe) well understood by the subscribers and the 
public at large, The committee are, however, willing to bear the charge for all Government 
grain ciel in districts other than the. vory distressed ones. They hope that the Govern- 
ment will let them know the amount to which they are at present liable for grain hitherto 
expended in these districts. When they are by these means made aware of the extent of their 
liability on the account, the committee will be ready to consider to what extent they may 
fittingly repay to Government (on account of-expenditure in supplying food in the very dis- 
tressed districts) the money received under the promise that Government would double all 
public subscriptions, 


8. The Chairman read a letter from the Lord Mayor of London advising a further remit- 
tance of £20,000, and inquiring whether further subscriptions should still be required. 


Resolved that the Lord Mayor’s remittance be acknowledged with thanks, and that he be 
informed that the committee, judging from the returns they have received, believe that the 
funds at' their disposal will suffice to cover all requirements up to the end of the year. 


4. The Chairman read a letter from the Collector of Burdwan asking for Rs. 35,000 
for his district for the month of July, and another from the Collector of Midnapore asking for 
Rs, 2,000 for the same month,

Resolved, as regards the lst proposal ; that in districts where the grain given by Govern- 
ment for charitable purposes is chargeable to the Central Committee, the Relief Officer can send 
a cheque against the district relief fund in payment’ of any grain issued on account of the 
district local committee to the District Officer, and Commissioners will be asked to be careful 
that applications for sufficient funds are sent in good time to the Executive Committee, to admit 
of the necessary funds being remitted to the Collectors in good time. 

As regards the 2nd proposal: that the Secretary to Government be addressed to the effect 
that for cash forms A and B referred to in Mr. Mangles’s letter, cash account A only, as sanc- 
tioned by Government letter No. 3492—V.S., dated 30th May 1574, has been substituted, 
The former are therefore obsolete. 

In the cash account now in force provision is made for the entry of subscriptions received 
in the district for local purposes of that district. All auch subscriptions are expended by the 
district local committee without reference to the central committee. They are merely 
noted in the papers as received fur local purposes and distinct from receipts for central commit- 
tee’s funds.

~ No. 2159.—Fort William, the 14th August 1874,—Notifications—Public.—The Gov- 
ernment of India, in the Notification issued from this Department, under date the 21st 
August 1867, No. 3742, and published in the Gazette of India of the 24th idem, page 1221, 
promulgated, for general information, certain rules for the submission, receipt, and trans- 
mission of memorials, and other documents of the same class, addressed to Her Majesty, 
or to Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, by private individuals, or by public officers 
of civil departments in India. Fa 

2, These rules declared that “no memorial would be received or attended to by the 
Home Government which had not been forwarded through the regular channel of the Gov- 
ernments in India,” and that every memorial addressed to Her Majesty, or to Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State, “should be forwarded through the local Government under which the 
writer is residing, or employed, with the view of affording an opportunity to such local 
Government of expressing an opinion and offering an explanation.” 

8. Notwithstanding the promulgation of these rules, memorials have constantly been 
forwarded to England direct by persons in India; but they have invariably been rejected by 
Her Majesty’s Government, and forwarded to the Government of India to be returned to the 
writers, with the intimation that Her Majesty's Government declines to entertain any repre- 
seatations from persons in India unless submitted through the loeal Government or Adminis- 
tration, 

4, Her Majesty’s Secretary of State has recently returned a number of such memorials, 
and has requested the Government of India to notify, for general ipformation, “that no com- 
munication from any individual resident in India can be considered by Her Majesty, or by 
Her Majesty’s Government, which is not transmitted through the prescribed channel, viz. 
that of the local Government.” Attention is, therefore, again drawn to the necessity of pre« 
senting such petitions to the local Governments and Administrations for transmission by them.

on the ecessity for encouraging officers employed in the Relies! E ne 








Persian and Arabic languages, Probably such encouragement could most effectually be afford- 
ed by holding out some reasonable prospect of employment to officers who devote themselves 
to the study of these languages. In the opinion of the Hon’ble the President in Council, 
‘however, it is impossible to give any definite promise of employment in the Political Depart- 
ment as rewaré to officers who pass examinations, or even high examinations, in Arabic or 
Persian. Other qualifications must necessarily be regarded as of even greater importance than 
linguistic attainments. Atthesame time a thorough knowledge of these languages should be 
allowed much weight in the selection of candidates, Civil or Military, for employment in the 
Political va iat With the view of ascertaining the number of officers who ‘have passed 
the higher inations in Arabic and Persian, a Circular was addressed on the 12th September 
1878 to Local Governments and Administrations and to the Military authorities, desiring the 
submission of a list of all officers, Civil and Military, who have passed the * High Proficieney” 
and “Honor” tests in Arabic and Persian, rom the replies received, a general list has been 
prepared, and forms an appendix to this resolution. Annual lists will, in future, be called for 
of officers who'have passed these examinations, and will be published in the Gazette of India, 

2. The President in Council deems it necessary that officers who are hereafter appointed to 
the Political service without having passed the High Proficiency or Honor tests in Persian or 
Arabic should, after their appointment, pass a linguistic test of a higher standard than that now 
demanded. Under Foreign Departinent Resolution No. 541P., dated 17th March 1871, 
officers in the Political Department are at present required to translate a passage of Persian into 
English, and a passage of English into Persian, ‘They are also called on to hold, with moderate 
fluency, a conversation in Persian, aud to read, with fair facility, a Persian manuseript. In 
order both to raise the present standard of qualification, and to bring it into accordance with 
the standards recognized under the Civil and Military Examination Rules, the President in 
Council considers it necessary to prescribe that in future offivers appointed to the Political 
Department in and below the grade of 1st Class Political Assistant shall be required to pass 
either in Arabic or in Persian by the “ High Proficiency” test ; further that such officers, 
if employed in Turkish Arabia, the Persian Golf, and Muscat, shall be required to pass a collo- 
quia] examination in Arabic; and if employed at Zanzibar, a colloquial examination in Arabic 
or Swaheli, even though they may have already passed in Persian ; and if employed in the 
continent of India, a colloquial examination either in Hindee or the local vernacular of tie 
place where they are serving. If such officers be appointed to Burmah, they will be required to 

ss the High Proficiency test in Burmese, but will not be required to pass in Arabie or 
rsian. 

3. In thus raising the standard of qualification, the President in Council does not desire 
to exaggerate unduly linguistic acquirements, or to impose an irksome task on officers who have 
already attained a certain position in the Political Department, When the exigencies of the 
public service require the employment of an officer in any of the higher posts of the Political 
Department, Government reserves to itself the right of appointing any officer whom it con- 
siders to possess the best general qualifications, even though he may not have passed in these 
languages. But for the retention of appointments in end below the grade of Ist Class 
Political Assistant, it will be essential that officers hereafter appointed shall have passed, or 
shall within three years from date of appointment pase, the tests above prescribed, Losides 
qualiiying in the other subjects laid down for exam/nation in the Political Department, To 
Officers above the grade of Ist Class Political Assistant, neither these rules nor the rules con- 
tained in the Resolution No. 541P., dated 17th Mareb 1871, are applicable. 

4. This Resolution will only have prospective effect, and will not apply to officers at 
present holding either officiating or permanent appointments in the Political Department, 

5. Under the existing examination rules of the Vivil and Military services, officers are 
precluded from passing examinations by the High Proficiency standard elsewhere than in 
Presidency towns. For the purpuses of the present Resolution, however, examinations of 
officers in Political employ will be conducted by the Committees, which, under the Foreign 
Department Resolution No, 541P., dated 17th March 1871, are periodically assembled for the 
examination of candidates in the dther subjects prescribed for the Political Department, but 
no officer will be entitled to receive any pecuniary reward for passing the -“ High Proficiency” 
standard at such examinations. Rewards are granved only for examinations passed at a 
Presidency town under the rules prescribed for the Civil and Military services.

To these must be added whatever appoint- 
ments Magistrates and Educational Committees may put at their disposal. Taking 
all these into account, it is not likely that the number of vacancies in appoint- 
ments of both grades will exceed 15 on an average yearly. And it is to be 
remembered that under the rules it has been distinctly laid down that a passed 
candidate is not entitled by his success to an appointment under Government, 
but is only eligible for such appointments as vacancies arise. It is not, therefore, 
absolutely obligatory that all the appointments which may fall vacant shall be 
conferred on the gentleman selected from among the passed candidates. The 
selection of Government is not entirely limited to the list of those who have 
succeeded at these examinations. ‘The Licutenant-Governor though quite 
desirous of maintaining the principle cf the existing rules, yet deems it expedient 
to state these circumstances, lest expectations should arise to an extent which 
Government may be unable to fulfil. 


25. From what is above stated, it appears that already there are many 
more passed candidates for appointments on the Government lists than Govern- 
ment can ordinarily hope to provide for in the next two years. In the rules 
which have already been published for the examination which is to be held in 
the early part of next year, some provision has been made with a view to 
reduce the number of those who can present themselves for examination, and 
further proposals have been made for effecting this in a greater degree even- 
tually. The Lieutenant-Governor apprehends that it may become necessary to 
make some limitation of the rule under which candidates obtaining a certain 
number of marks on different subjects are qualified for appointments, or 
to adopt for the future the competitive system (with such modifications as 
may be found expedient), and to limit the number of successful candidates to 
the number of vacancies which may be previously notified to exist in the 
several grades. Before finally determining the course to be adopted, His Honor 
will await the result of the next examination under the rules which have 
already been published. In the meantime, the standard of proficiency to be” 
exacted'at the ext examination must be raised; and while candidates who .

The 13th Augus? 1874.—The Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to approve of the 
following revised boundaries of the Berhampbre Municipality. So much of the notification, 
of the 20th February 1869 as relates to the limits of this Municipality is hereby cancelled, 


The Municipality is divided into two blocks—Block A or the Berhampore Block, and 
Block B or the Gorabazar Block, Block A of the Municipality is bounded on the west. by 
the left bank of the Bhagiruttee river, from a point opposite Kotwallee thana on the 
road, about 154 yards to the north of the north-western corner of the hospital boundary 
wall up to a point due west of Mekraj Baboo’s house at Koonjoghatta. 


The other boundaries then run east along the Koonjoghatta Rajbarree Lane, up the 
Radhabullhnbpara Lane, down the Girjatollah Lane, till it meets the Dayanuggur pucka road ; 
it then runs south along the Dayanuggur road for about 110 yards to a small culvert, 
thence direct to the tank on the north side of the Chattra Bheel, thence along the north 
and east bank of that Bheel, down to Joy Chand Khagra Lane, thence westward along the 
Joy Chand Khagra Lane to Baboo Radhica Churn Sen’s garden, thence direct to Sooree 
and on to the pucea bridge over the Kalkapore Bheel. The southérn bank of the Kalkapore 
Bheel then forms the boundary, winding round up to the junction of the Jhoukholla pueca 
road and the Kalkapore pucca road.

Katigunga to a cross road leading to the Nijsripore road, thence westward along the 
Nijsripore road to Moharanee Surno Moyee’s dwelling-house, thence south along the 
Baboolbona pucca road, thence west along the Punchanund Tollah pucca road to Grant Hall 
corner, thence north along Khalassibazar road, and west along Berhampore bazdr road
